Le Craw Urges Each 
Member of Body to As- 
sist in Enforcing Traffic 
Ordinances. 


Sentiment against infractions of 
traffic ordinance and the determin- 
ation of citizen committees, police 
and detective departments and 
other organizations to wage inexor- 
able war against violators in an 
effort abate ‘the increasing num- 
ber of avoidable accidents was 
crystalized Thursday night by or- 
ganizations of the Citizens’ Safety 
association at a representative meet- 
ing of civic heads and public of- 
ficials. 

P, T. Marye aws elected president 
of the association. The meeting was 
held in the Chamber of Commerce 
building and was attended by about 
twenty members of the original 
committee selected to aid in the 
city-wide traffic clean-up, cam- 
paign, with a temporary chairman. 
Other officers installed were Roy 
Walravey, first vice president; Roy 
Le Craw, second vice president, and 
George A. Deibert, secretary and 
treasurer. , 

The organization of the Citizens’ 
Safety association is the first tan- 
Zible organization to spring into 
existence as a direet result of the 
“safety-first” campaign recently 
launched by the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce in its no-accident week. 
While there have been, during the 
past two weeks, various committees, 
sub-committees and units working 
toward the same end and in con- 
junction with the campaign against 
traffic violations, it is pointed out 
that the Citizens’ Safety associa- 
tion {is specifically organized to aid 
enforcement of city traffic ordi- 
nances, to,combat various fornts of 
violations, and with stipulated du- 
’ tles resting upon each member of 
the the organization, working as 
a definite and concrete unit. 

Muat Perpetuate Work. 

Mr. Le Craw, in addressing the 
association last night, declared that 
“It is now or never, ff the results, 
attained during the past few days 
are to be perpetuated.” 

“Enthusiasm is running high, and 
public sentiment against speeding, 
reckless driving and other forms 
of violations is in a receptive mood, 
especially following the large num- 
ber of arrests during the past few 
days,” he sald. “Now is the logical 
time to push the. thing through. 
Keep after it, and keep it in the 
minds of the people by constant 
agitation and publicity. We must 
keep our determination to secure 
proper respect for traffic laws at 
its zenith. We have secured the 
fullest police co-operation. Each 
lawabiding citizen has virtually 
agreed to constitute himself a vigi- 
lance committee of one. Persever- 
ance ig what will secure the de- 
sired results.” : 

Chfef of Police James L. Beavers, 
who was present at ‘the meeting, 
addressed the association and de- 
clared that the campaign is on to 
stay. “We will continue making 
arrests,” he said; “until the law- 
lessness is effectively stemmed.” 

Favors Publicity. 

Chief Beavers stated that public- 
ity is the best means of conducting 
the campaign to a successful finish, 
and added that if a certain amount 
of publicity be given the movement 
for a time long enough to enable 
the people to be thoroughly edu- 
cated as to just what the campaign 
means, it will do more than any 
one thing to keep the matter con- 
stantly before the people and will 
have a tendency to enlist their 
hearty co-operation. —

URGE LEGISLATION 


10 STOP PLANTING 
COTTON FOR YEAR 


Farm Congress Meeting 


Measure as Move To- 
ward Abolishing Weevil. 


PROPOSED MEASURE 
INDORSED BY BROWN 


Hunt Declares Farmers 
of South Never in His 
Memory Faced More Se- 
rious Situation. 


Macon, Ga., August 18.—(Special.) 
Legal action to prohibit the plant- 
ing of cotton for a period of twelve 
months, or until the boll weevil 
shall be under centrol or extermi- 
nated was today asked in a resolu- 
tion unanimously adopted by the 
Georgia State Agricultural society, 
at the closing session of the Geor- 
gia Farm congress. The resolution 
was presented by Benjamin W. 
Hunt, of Eatonton, president of the 
Georgia State Horticultural society. 

The resolution reads as follows: 
“It is the sense and judgment of 
the State Agricyltural society, real- 
ly a proven fact, that cotton is be- 
ing planted, cultivated and market- 
ed at only the smallest fraction of 
the cost of raising, and that some 
drastic combined action is abso- 
lutely necessary on the part of the 
cotton planters to save them from 
hopeless poverty. 

“Being law-abiding citizens, we 
desire to proceed to extreme meas- 
ures only with the law’s sanction. 

‘Therefore, be it resolved, That 
we desire that legal action shall 
be taken to prohibit the planting 
of cotton until the boll weevil shall 
be under control or exterminated. 
“Resolved further, That we ask 
the advice and assistance of ;, the 
best legal guidance obtainable to 
accompish the end desired, that the 
agricultural crop best adapted to 
our state and labor may become 
profitable again.” 

Situation Serious, 

Mr. Hunt declared that the south- 
ern farmers have never In his mem- 
ory faced a more serious situation 
than that which now faces him. Hes 
predictg that many a farmer will 
go broke this fall, and declares that 
farmers cannot make enough money 
from cotton now to pay taxes. H6 
appealed to every man present to 
fight for legislation to remedy the 
situation. 

J. J. Brown, commissioner of ag- 
riculture of Georgia and chairman 
of the state board of entomology, in 
moving for the adoption of the res- 
olution, presented statistics compil- 
ed through experimentation of the 
board. With fifteen acres, he said, 
fourteen bales of cotton were made, 
with calcium arsenate, at a cost of 
26 cents a pound. He said _ that 
without the calcium arsenate, the 
cost was 31 cents a pound. . 

} Farmers, you are asked to grow 
cotton at a cost of 25 to 35 cents 
a pound and to sell it at 9 or 10 
cents a pound,” said Mr. Brown, 
“when the market ts fixed by gam- 
blers and speculators. We must 
take their price or take nothing 
at all. We believe, under the inter- 
pretation of the attorney-general, 
that we may put a quarantine on 
cotton. Big firms over the south, 
and some of the states are willing 
to join. I believe, in the quarantine 
for twelve months, The south Its 
being driven to ,poverty and ruin, 
let us take action. 

Have Right to Dividend. 

“Let us go On record as refus- 
ing to produce at 35 cents and sell 
at 10 cents. The farmers have a 
right to declare a dividend on their 
farms. I know of farms where a 
bale of cotton was grown on each 
acre @ short time ago, where it 
will take forty acres now to pro- 
duce a bale.

For that reason he has already hbe- 
gun conferences with advisors, both 
inside d outside the state depart- 
ment, on the question of publicity, | 
and the machinery to be devi or | 
the work will haye this abjedtive: 

That information on the activities | 
of the American commission at the 
conference shall be sufficiently 
broad in its scope and so absolutely 
convincing that it will offset at- 
tempts on the part of any propa- 
gandists to “put over” misinforma- 
tion. 

Hughes Wins Friends. 


Hughes, since assuming office 
here, has won countless friends in 


frank discussions of this govern- 
ment’s purposes and actions. It 
would seem inevitable, therefore, 
that Hughes, both as secretary of 
state and as head of the American 
delegation, will take upon himself 
regular conferences with the press 
during the conference. In addition, 
thera will be established an Ameri- 
can information department, prob- 
ably headed by Henry Suydam, now 
chief of the foreign intelligence de- 
partment of the state department. 
With Hughes the authority for 
such news of the conference as he 
deems to the best interest both of 
the conference and the public, there 
would be less tendency, it’ is pointed 
out, for foreign spokesmen to at- 
tempt any misguidance. They would 
know that the American press 
would accept Hughes’ information 


in preference to any other. 
ck of direct information of the 


American peace commission deal- 
ings at Paris was one of the things 
which permitted such a deluge of 
misinformation, insinuations and 
other propaganda to emerge from 
that conference. There the French 
press was extremely active and its 
propaganda work reached such pro- 
portions that on one ~ occasion 
President Wilson, supported in spi- 
rit by Premier Lioyd-George, let 
it be known that if the barrage of 
misinformation, did not cease in 
the French press, he would advo- 
cate moving the conference to some 
other city. 
Wilson's Time Used Up. 

Wilson, while seeing all of the 
American press occasionally in 
Paris and usually available for in- 
formation to those correspondents 
who were attached to his party on 
the trip, did not have the time to 
keep pace with the inspired stories 
given out in foreign quarters. The 
other American peace delegates met 
the press regularly but Secretary 
Lansing, as spokesman, seldom 
knew what was going off in the 
deliberations of the “Big Four” and 
these conferences proved of little 
service. American information fur- 
nished at Paris was, therefore, to 
a majority of the newspaper corres- 
pondents, second or third hand and 
frequently was obtained from for- 
eign sources.

tion. Thig leaves 2,705 acres unac- 
counted for. In connection . with 
this, tax officials expressed the 
wish that all lahd lots in Fulton 
county were plotted. Then, they 
pointed out, only an earthquake or 
a landslide could decrease the 
amount of land listed for taxation 
without some owners of land tak- 
ing serious chances of being found 
guilty of failure to list all of their 
acres.

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Washington, August 18.—Many 
amendments to the republican tax 
bill will be offeréd on behalf of the 
majority members of the ways and 
Means. committee before the house 
takes a final vote on the measure 
late Saturday.- Several changes 
Were agreed upon by the republican 
committeemen and upwards of haif 
a hundred others will be considered 
early tomorrow before the bill is 
taken up in the house for amend- 
ment. 4 . 

One change voted today by the 
committee was elimination of the 
proposed annual license tax of $10 
on venders of soft drinks. Under 
another alteration, individual tax- 
payers would pay 12% per cent on 
profits from the sale of capital as- 
sets in the event such profits and 
the taxpayers’ net normal income 
exceede@ $29,000. Under the bili be- 
fore the house they would be re- 
quired to pay 16 percent on the ex- 
cess over $40,000. 

It also was decided tentatively to 
exempt from taxation the govern- 
ment alfowances received by the 
veterans of the civil and Spanish- 
American wars or their beneficia- 
ries as well as those received by in- 
dividuals under the war risk and 
vocational rehabilitation acts. 

Other amendments known to be 
under consideration would exempt 
manufacturers of. tooth paste and 
powder from the tax on toilet prep- 
arations: and would wn as for- 
eign trade corporations eaimene or- 
ganizations which derive 50 per cent. 
of their income from sources outside 
the United States. The figure in 
the bill is 80 per cent. This class of

Officers Charged| 
With Conspiracy 
In Bergdoll Case 


Washington, August 18.—Samuel 
Tilden ‘Ansell, former acting judge 
advocate general of the army and of 
the prisoner’s legal] counsel; Colonel 
John E. Hunt and Colonel C. C. 
Cresson were charged with conspira- 
cy in connection with the escape of 
Grover Cleveland Bergdoll, the draft 
dodger, in a report signed by three 
of the five members of a special in- 
vestigating committee, filed today 
with the house. ’ 

Characterizing Ansell as “the 
master mind” in the plan by which 
Bergdoll was released from a mili- 
tary prison under guard to dig up a 
pot of gold, the majority report rec- 
ommended that he be disbarred from 
practicing in the courts of the na- 
tion, “above geome P yeaa | and in- 
tegrity he has placed gold.” 

A minority report filed at the 

same time held. however, that there 
was no testimony to support the 
charge that Ansell, through whose 
efforts as counsel the prisoner was 
released, “conspired to effectuate his 
e pe,” or that his motive was im- 
proper. 
One republican — Representative 
Luhring, of Indiana—and two dem- 
ocrats, Johnson, of Kentucky, and 
Flood, of Virginia, signed the ma- 
jority report. The minority views 
were presented by Chairman Peters, | 
Maine, and Representative McArthur, 
Oregon, republicans. The majority 
finding was the first of the many in- 
vestigating reports submitted to the 
house since the close of the war, 
where a republican member joined 
with democratsand enabled them to 
file majority views. 

The majority held that Colonel 
Hunt, commandant of the barracks 
at Governor’s Island, from which 
Bergdoll set outon his errand, was 
directly responsible for the slacker’s 
escape through failure to handcuff 
him or to provide an adeqaute 
guard. The minority, after declar- 
ing that no officer of the army 
“knowingly participated in the con- 
spiracy,” found.“grave dereliction of 
duty on the part of Hunt.” 
As a basis for its criticism of 
Colonel Cresson, the majority report 
said that “as ugly as the many 
phases of the whole matter, none is 
more defenseless than the conduct 
of Colonel] Cresson in his pretense 
of prosecution of Colonel Hunt,” 
tried by court-martial in connec- 
tion with the Bergdoll scandal. No 
reference to Cresson was made by 
the minority.

Attorneys for Candler in 
‘Fight on Voting Trust 


to Appeal to Supreme 
Court. 


Columbus, Ga., August 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The demurrer claiming that 
a Georgia court has no: jurisdiction 
in the litigation brought by Asa G. 
Candler, Jr., against the stock-vot- 
ing trust of the Coca-Cola company 
was this afternoon sustained in 
Muscogee superior court, in which 
the case wag being argued. 
Attorneys for the plaintiff imme- 
diately gave notice of an appeal to 
the supreme court of Georgia. Mr. 
Candler is seeking to restrain W. C. 
Bradley, of Columbus; Ernest Wood- 
ruff, of Atlanta, and E, W. Stet- 
gon, Of New,York, voting trustees of 
the compan, from voting stock oth- 
er than their own. 

If the supreme court should sus- 
tain the division of the Muscogee 
court, the case will be ended, but if 
it should overrule the decision, the 
case would be sent back to the su- 
perior court of Muscogee county for 
trial on the facts. 

The demurrer was based on the 
chartering of the Coca-Cola company 
in Delaware, and claimed that the 
case should be settied in that state. 
Judge Malcolm D. Jones, of Ma- 
con, presided in place of Judge 
Munro, who is ill. 


POLDEFENDANT TELLS. 
OF VICTIM'S DEATH 


Soperton, Ga., August 18.—W. J. 
Smith, facing charges with Dan 
Davis for the alleged murder of W. 
H. Hall, took the witness stand late 
today in the latter’s trial and told 
of three plots,to take the life of 
Hall. Smith collapsed just before 
the state called him as a witness, 
and for an hour was under the care 
of a physician. . 

Smith, who is 31 years old, is the 
father of three children, his wife in 
the state sanitarium and he, him- 
self, is unable to read or write. He 
said he was employed by E. E. Cole- 
man, a co-defendant. 

He said Davis first tried to have 
him take Hall for a ride behind a 
vicious horse, he to leap from the 
cart and let the horse run away. 
Next, he said, David tried to have 
him shoot Hall in the head, calling 
it an “accident.” He said he refused 
to comply. 

Then Davis, Hall, Coleman, Roy 
Durden, who died recently, and him- 
self, were taken in Coleman’s car 
to Norristown, and on the return the 
car broke near a bridge, he: said. 
Drinks had been given the party 
by Davis, the witness said, with an 
extra one for Hall. 

After Hall had become helpless 
in the rear seat, he said, the other 
three pushed the car over an em- 
Vankment. 

The state rested with the testi- 
mony of W. L. Crowe, banker and 
insurance agent, who was recalled 
to the stand to testify that Cole- 
man paid premiums on two policies 
of $5,000 each on Smith's life, each 
with double indemnity clauses in 
case of death by accident. Previous 
testimony showed that Davis paid 
premiums on $15,000 similar policies 
on Hall's life. 

The defense announced that it will 
rest after the statement of Davis 
in the morning. The case will go to 
the jury Saturday. 

Soperton, Ga.. August 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—That Hall cleared only $70 
during the five years he remained 
a@ tenant on the Davis farm, was the 
testimony today by his widow, who 
was one of the principal witnesses 
Thursday morning. 

Lonnie Gillis, who was on the 

Stand for two hours, described the 
finding of the automobile which 
was wrecked in the stream, and 
from which the body of Hall was 
taken. Three other occupants of 
the car, including Davis, were not 
seriously hurt, and it is contended 
by the prosecution that Hall was 
killed by ‘poisoning prior to the 
crash, in order that Davis might 
collect the insurance carried on 
Hall’s life, and of which Davis was 
a beneficiary. 
Mrs. Hall said when they moved 
away from the Davis place, Davis 
took their only property, their 
chéckens,. for debts. 

Dr. Edgar Eberhart, state chem- 
ist, testified that chloral poison 
was found in Hall’s' stomach. 
Physicians testified that no bruises 
sufficient to cause death were 
found on Hall’s body, and that there 
was no water in the lungs. The 
testimony was virtually the same 
as that in the first trial, in. which 
Davis was given a life sentence. 
Davis was granted a new trial on 
the ground that a member of the 
jury was related to the slain man.

Morganton, N. C., August 18.— 
Taking the witness stand in his 
wn behalf, Sidney <A. Kincaid, 
urke county commissicner, charg- 
ed with the murder of his wife, 
related this morning that he had 
been drinking the night of the 
tragic occurrence, and that he had 
mo memory of his actions after he 
reached the porch where he met his 
wife. 

Kincaid went into detail as to 
now he purchased whisky of a boot- 
legger, where he had been, and in- 
cidents of his walk home. The last 
he remembered, he said, was when 
he reached the porch and the next 
incident he recalied was throwing 
something away. 

The defendant recognized the 
knife with which his wife’s throat 
had been cut, as his own. He fail- 
ed to recollect having told the coro- 
ner and jailer the morning after 
the slaying that he had kiljled his 
wife. Kincaid protested that he 
loved his wife and was crushed by 
her unhappy death. 

The state rested its case this 
morning and it is expected that evi- 
dence for the defense will close late 
today. Arguments of attorneys will 
be heard tomorrow, and it is possi- 
ble that the case may be in the 
jury’s hands by Friday night.

Mrs. . KF. Trenary, recently 
made chairman of this organization, 
Grins the unexpired term of Mrs. 
Ww. . Charbonnier, who resigned 
from the office, presided, and ask- 
ed for the election of a permanent 
secretary, this being the first regu- 
lar meeting of the Sixth Ward 
league. Mrs. B. Manning was unan- 
impusly elected to fill this office 
and acted in her official capacity 
at Thursday’s meeting. 

Mrs. R. L. Turman, who is treas- 
wrer of the Atlanta league and 
chairman of a .special committee, 
which has been studying the can- 
didates for the coming election, 
spoke on “The Primary: When, How 
and Why to Vote,” explaining that 
she felt she must reverse the order 
of the subject, beginning at “Why,” 
because it logically comes first. 

She began by relating how Dr. 
Anna Howard Shaw, one of the ablest 
women this country has ever known, 
in working in the integest of suf- 
frage, said in discussing this sub- 
ject with -men, these two things: 
“Do you believe in a democratic 
form of government: a government 
of, for and by the people? If you 
do, are women people?” “If we are 
people,” said Mrs. Turman, “and 
the hichest authority has now de- 
cided that women are ‘people,’ then 
we should vote. ~ 

When and How. 

“When shall we vote? 
we have an opportunity. 

“How? Conscientiously and intel- 
ligently. This means that we must 
be on the job before the day of 
voting. It is our patriotic duty, and 
I contend that this patriotism is 
needed just as much in times of 
peace as in times of war. We need 
the kind of patriotism that makes 
us live for our country. Let us not 
only vote conscientiously and intel- 
ligently, but let us stand by our 
candidates, seeing that they do the 
right thing the year round. Fre- 
quently our representatives do not 
know what'we think and what we 
want. We should not wait until 
they make a mistake and then com- 
plain. We should be ready to help 
them to decide wisely how to vote 
on any matter. 

“The Atlanta League of Women 
Voters is working: for charter re- 
form. The present city government 
is an endless chain of boards and 
committees and the “buck” is con- 
stantly passed frem one to another, 
making it almost impossible to get 
to the bottom of things. We need 
to sweep clean and start over again. 
With this in view, the league ap- 
pointed a committee to interview 
candidates and find out before the 
election just which ones favored 
charter reform. “The only way to

She also gave a 
list of the offices to be filled at the 
coming primary. 

Speaks for Mrs. Helmer. 


Mrs. Elliott Cheatham spoke next, 
in the interest of Mrs. A. G. Hel-' 
mer, candidate for the board of edu- 
cation from the seventh and tenth 
wards, stating that Mrs. Helmer’s 
friends, who put her in the race, 
fee] she is pre-eminently fitted. for 
this office by virtue of her intelli- 
gence, character. integrity and busi- 
ness ability.

For nine 
years he has given unselfishly his 
time and efforts for the betterment 
of school conditions in Atlanta. He 
shown that he is. not 
litics or religious 
prejudice, but has stood for right 
and justice to all. He is a known 
quantity, and from what has been 
demonstrated in the past, I believe 
we can do no better than to give 
him our undivided support.” 


Woman Candidate Speaks. 


Mrs. Nelson, prominent club wom- 
an and writer, spoke on her own 
behalf, saying in the outset tbat 
she did not like the term “opposed” 
being used, since she did not feel 
opposed to Commissioner Terrell, 
but stated she was merely running 
against him. “It may be _ that 
friends have asked me to run be- 
cause people feel that since women 
have for a very long time paid 
taxes they have every right to run 
for office: or it may be because 2 
woman’s sympathy and insight is 
needed to deal with the problems of 
the children, the teachers and the 
schools. At any rate, I am in the 
race, and I wish to say that I am a 
woman of leisure, with plenty of 
time to serve in the interest of 
the school system. Mv rule has 
always been to do with all my 
heart and might anything I under- 
take. I can say it will not be how 
little, but how much time I can and 
will give to school problems. I 
think it is more ibercane to pay 
teachers just salaries and make all 
possible improvements in our 
schools than to make street or other 
improvements; yet frequently our 
finances cannot be stretched to do 
what we would like. Many noble 
professions are underpaid, as for ex- 
ample, sailors, soldiers, ministers 
and statesmen; yet they are paid in 
public appreciation. [It seems to 
me there has been a tragic lack 
of this appreciation, however, in 
the lives of teachers. though I be- 
lieve the parent-teacher organiza- 
tions relieve this lack to a great 
extent.” 

Mrs. Nelson stated that she hbhe- 
lieved every man should worship 
God according to the dictates of his 
own heart and mind and should not 
be religiously persecuted; but that 
there were in this country many 
seeking to overthrow our public in- 
stitutions—particularly our public 
schools. “I should grieve to know 
there are any such in Atlanta, but if 
there are, I am against them tooth 
and nail,” said Mrs. Nelson. “Our 
schools should remain because they 
are the bulwark of our nation, giv 
ing the people a chance to rise in 
life, to live in peace and happiness, 
each individual under his own vine 
and fig tree.” 

Mrs. Trenary gave a list of the 
sixth ward candidates for the city 
executive committee, and Mrs. Man- 
ning paid a glowing tribute to Mrs. 
George Sims and Mrs. W. C. Rob- 
inson, two women candidates. Mrs. 
Trenary announced that Mrs. Min- 
nie Hale was not a candidate for a 
place on the executive committee 
from this ward.

And it would be an all around joy- 
ous celebration—with plenty to do" 
and everybody working with a will 
for the prosperity of the present and 
that which is assuredly on the way. 


KEEPING UP WITH THINGS. 
The people of the most remote 
rural districts are keeping up 
with world affairs now—wide- 
awake to their national as well as 
local interests in every particular. 
This, as pointed out in The 
Sandersville (Ga.) Progress, was 
not always the case, when sub- 
scribers to the daily and weekly 
newspapers were but a scattered 
few, and one paper frequently had 
to go the rounds of a rural com- 
munity, so that it was stale news 
when it reached the last reader.

If a 
just comparison could be made it 
is probable that, man for man, the 
person in the country town ofr on 
the farm would be found to be bet- 
ter posted on the affairs of the 
world in general than the average 
dweller in many of the great 
cities.” 

They “see by the papers” now, 
and form their own opinions as to 
the importance of the news in 
general in its probable bearing on 
their individual and collective in- 
sally up to date. ’ 

The newspapers have become 
the most profitable buying and 
selliig mediums for them, as for 
others, through the business op- 
portunities advertised in them; 
they bring the world-markets to 
the far home doors. 

There is but little “missionary” 
newspaper wo:k to be done now 
in sections where the need of it 
Was once so kéenly felt. The 
people, as a rule, are well- 
informed; they know “what’s 
what” in the moving world; they 
are keeping up with things; they 
read the newspapers. —

WAR PAINT.

There are all kinds of paints and

Probably that is the 
reason why a stigma attaches to 
the conspicuous or noticeable use of 
war paint. Any girl who knows 
enough to pass a fifth grade mental 
test will think twice before doping 
her face with stuff that can be de- 
tected by the casual observer.

Several fair days, with little 
change in temperature, are in store 
for Atlanta, according to C. F. von 
Herrmann, local weather prophet. 
This results, according to the same 
authority, from the fact that “the 
atmospheric pressure is now high 
over the Gulf of Mexico and low in 
the New England section.” Thurs- 
day’s mean temperature was identi- 
cal with Wednesday's, being 76.

Alleged Banding 
Ring Holds Law 
Nall, Says Crane 


Attorney Declares Alleged 
Combine Plans Evasion 
of Regulating Act. 


Alleged members of a _. bonds- 
men’s combine, declared by Attor- 
ney Sam C. Crane to exist in <At- 
lanta police court circles, hold that 
|their rights as business men in the 
courts supercede any regulating 
act of the state legislature and 
that they will treat such an act, 
passed at the recent session of the 
assembly, as null, according to Mr. 
Crane in an interview Thursday. 

Mr. Crane, Who led the Atlanta 
bar’s fight for a bill designed to 
regulate the rates to be charged 
by bondsmen, to end loafing by 
bondsmen about prisons and courts 
and solicitation by them of busi- 
ness from defendants, asserted that 
members of the alleged combine 
are preparing to evade proyisions 
of the law and continue their busi- 
ness along the lines of which they 
have conducted it In the past. 

That the workings of this com- 
bination are invisible and are 
known only to those who under- 
stand the game was also claimed 
by Mr. Crane. 


At Work Ten Years. 


“The lawyers of Atlanta have 
been for the pastten years working 


to correct the evils growing out 


of the combination,” said Mr. 
Crane. “These efforts wefe made 
to the public, as well as to con- 
stituted authorities, but were whol- 
ly ignored. The fact is the com- 
bination is composed of men cloth- 
ed with the power of arrest of 
offenders of the criminal laws, men 
calling themselves professional 
bondsmen, and a handful of law- 
yers out for spoil,” he continued. 

He further declared that a “‘sys- 
tem” had been used upon arrest of 
offenders looking toward the ulti- 
mate fattening of the purses of 
bondsmen and their associats inthe 
alleged combine at the eXpense of 
the prisoners and that the over- 
burdening of the city prison is due 
to the lack of co-operation by law- 
vers and courts because of the re- 
fusal of the majority of the former 
to become parties to the alleged 
combine. 

Burden on Taxpayers. 

“The gituation will cost the tax- 
payers of Atlanta at least a hun- 
dred thousand dollars to clear up 
even if not further arrests were 
to be made,” Mr. Crane declard.

He said it in no wise ¢on- 
flicts with the law allotting one- 
half of all revenues to public 
schools, He said there is no com- 
mission named to sell the warrants 
as claimed by some citizens in let- 
ters published in the newspapers. 

“Bale of these warrants simply 
puts the state in a position where 
the governor will not have to sell 
deferred school warrants in the fall 
to maintain. the public schools and 
will permit the state to pay last 
year’s appropriations which are 
past due,” Secretary McLenden de- 
clared. 

Pets State in Good Shape. 

Money derived from these war- 
rants together with a larger amount 
of money coming in on ad valorem 
taxes than was estimated will place 


| the state in good shape financially 


in the opinion of Secretary McLen- 
don. 

Originally the governor estimated 
that the tax valuations of Georgia 


would decrease approximately $200,- 
000,000 this year and the state Oof- 
ficials are pleased to learn from 


Tax Commissioner Henry J. Full- 
bright that the decrease will not 
be more than $80,000,000 or $85,- 
000,000, Secretary McLendon  4as- 
serted. 

“By getting in more than $500,- 


000 additional money from ad va- 
lorem taxes than was estimated 
the state is in much better condi- 
tion than was at first suspected,” 
Secretary McLendon said. “The 
substantial increases in Fulton 
county together with the fact that 
many counties of the state did not 
decrease their valuations as much 
as was expected creates this situa- 
tion.” 
Permitted Decreases. 

Secretary McLendon said some of 
the counties in the state had ex- 
pected that the tax equalization law 
would be repealed and for this rea- 
son the tax buards permitted large 
decreases in valuation. In one small 
county the valuations were decreas- 
ed $4,000,000, he said. 

“The state cannot impose more 
than a five mill tax while each 
‘county can fix its own tax rate,” 
he said. “Because of the situation 
the counties can turn in low values 
for state tax purposes and can in- 
crease their rate to obtain the 
funds needed by the counties. in 
some of the counties there wag hos- 
tility toward the tax equalization 
law and as a result returns of 
lower valuations, some of them as 
much as forty per cent, were per- 
mitted. In many of the counties, 
however, the boards learned of the 
value of the equalization law and 
did not permit any substantial de- 
creases. I predict that. the people 
will learn this year that the tax 
equalization law is one of the most 


' valuable on the statute books.” 


Secretary McLendon gaid that in 
view of the general misunderstand- 
ing of the Western and Atlantic 
rentals bill he believed its publica- 
tion ould clear up the situation.

W. H. Bankston, of McDonough, 
uncle of the Dasher boys, left 
Thursday morning for Oklahoma to 
identify the body, while Mrs. W. S. 
Dasher, mother of the two young 
men, left McDonough, where she 
had oveen visiting Mr. Bankston, 
for her home in Fort Valley to 
await news of the regult of the 
trip. 

J. L. Betts, of the Fulton Bag and 
Cotton mills, a cousin of the Dasher 


boys, told The Constitution Thurs- 
day that both had worked in At- 
lanta, Joel being connected with 
the Fulton Bag and Cotton mills in 
capacity of apprenticed machinist. 
Howard wag also located here in 
business for several years, he 


said. 

Mr. Betts added that both the 
brothers had been in the Kansas 
wheat fields and that it was known 
that Howard was attempting to 
overtake Joel, who was working 
his way north into Canada. 

“The description published in 
Thursday morning’s Constitution,” 
he declared, “fits Howard instead 
of Joel. Howard was larger than 
Joel and had a birthmark and 
scar on the outside of his right 
knee.” 

C. D. Bankston, of McDonough, a 
cousin of the Dasher brothers, cor- 
roborated this statement. 

The dead youth in Oklahoma was 
found on the railroad near Nor- 
man on July 27, injuries indicating 
that he had been struck by a train.

FOREGN TRADE SLUNE 
NYEARSS, 000,000 00

Washington, August 18.—(Specia] 
by Constitution Leased Wire.)—The 
$3,000,000,000 decrease in the value 
of the country’s foreign trade during 
the fiscal year just ending was as- 
cribed by the department of com- 
merce today to the world-wide trade 
depression coming as an aftermath 
of the war. 

Lower prices, rather than dimin- 
ished quantities, were to a great ex- 
tent responsible for the decrease in 
exports, asserted the statement, 
which is @ genera] review of the 
year’s foreign commerce. 

The total value of the foreign 
commerce of the country dropped 
from $13,347,000,000 in the fiscal year 
1920, to $10,171,000,000 in 1921, a 
decrease of 23.8 per cent, the state- 
ment showed. Imports dropped from 
$5,238,000,000 in 1920 to $3,654,000,000 
in 1921, a loss of $1,584,000,000 or 
32.2 per cent, while exports amount- 
ing to $8,109,000,000 in 1920 against 
$6,516,000,000 in 1921 decreased $1,- 
593,000,000 or 19.6 per cent... 

Other cAuseg aside from lower 
prices contributed to the smal] for- 
eign trade totals, the department 
declared, wrt gene that the advan- 
tage enjoyed by this country during 
and after the war of being the only 
country able to supply the needs 
of the others has passed. Crops 
are being cultivated on the battle- 
fields of devastated regions of Eu- 
rope, the department said, the press- 
a needs of manufacturing indus- 
tries abroad for raw materials has 
peen filled, and the United States 
must now compete in the world mar- 
kets in prices and terms with the 
other countries. 

“The foreign exchange situation,”

CATHOLICS REPLY 
T0 SIMS CHARGE 


Not alone the Catholics, but 
church of other denominations 
maintain sectarian schools to which 
members of these denominations 
are urged to send their children, 
according to a statement issued 
Thursday by the Catholic Laymen’s 
association of Georgia, in answer to 
the charges of Councilman Walter 
A. Sims that Catholics @re antag- 
onistic to the public school system. 

“There are, as is well known,” 
says the statement, “thousands of 
Catholic children throughout the 
United States attending public 
schools in communities where pa- 
rochial schools are maintained, 
and obviously these Catholic par- 
ents are sending their children to 
these schools without losing their 
standing in the church, which could 
not be the case if thgir church 
considered public schodls  perni- 
clous.” 

The statement follows: 
Statement for Justice. 
“While not courting newspaper 
notoriety, nor desirous of becom- 
ing involved in a controversy, we 
feel that, in justice to Catholics, 
and for the information of the gen- 
¢ral public, an answer shoud be 
made to the direct charge that the 
attitude of Catholic church and of 
Catholics is antagonistic to the 

public schools systemf. 


“That the Catholics, though as 
taxpayers contributing to the main- 
tenance of public schools, maintain 
&t private expense parochial schools 
and colleges in order that the com- 
ing generations of Catholics may 
be well-grounded in the tenets of 
their faith is, from the viewpoint 
of any fair-minded man, highly 
commendable. Religious schools of 
ali denominations are splendid 
means to the development of fine 
citizenry, especially because the 
moral training which the public 
schools cannot as well as they can 
inculeate is highly essential to the 
“roper education of boys and girls. 

“Ic is, of course, true that the 
prelates of the Catholic church im- 
press upon their members the duty 
of sending their children to Cath- 
Olic schools just as, and to the 
Same extent, that the preachers of 
other denominations very properly 
insist that those of their congrega- 
tions, who can afford to do so, send 
their children to the denomination- 
al schools established not only for 
the education of children, but for 
— moral and religioug  train- 
ng. 


Others Run Schools. 


“Presbyterians, Episcopalians, 
I therans and perhaps other de- 
nominations maintain parochial 
schools, and naturally urge their 
members to send their children to 
We have never heard 
any charges directed against these 
denominations for their mainte- 
nance of such schools that their 
attitude was antagonistic to the 
public schools. Why should the 
Catholicg alone be singled out for 
such accusations? 

“That this attitude of the church 
or of its prelates involves no antag- 
onism toward public schools is, of 
course, at once plain to the sim- 
plest intelligence, since the church 
or any of its members have any 
desire other than to see the illit- 
eracy, which has been so prevalent, 
g:.idually reduced through the 
maintenance of proper schools, Nor 
does the desire of the church that 
its young be educated in Catholic 
schools militate in anywise against 
the right of the Catholic citizen to 
be a teacher in a public school or 
to hold any position in public life. 

“There are, a8 is well known, 
thousands of Catholic children 
throughout the United States at- 
tending public schools in commu- 
nities where parochial schools are 
maintained; and obviously’ these 
Catholic parents are sending their 
children to these schools without 
losing their standing in the church, 
which could not be the case if their 
church considered public schodls 
pernicious. 

Excerpts Misleading. 

“Excerpts from Catholic papers 
Or magazines, selected at random 
and without regard to the context 
from which they are taken, are 
misleading; and the quoted ex- 
tract from the Canon law, which is 
applicable to Catholics only, merely 
confirms the duty of the prelates 
of the church to urge Catholics to 
send their children to Catholic 
schools.

And in pushing it he misstates the Catholic teaching, 
quotes bogus utterances, gives false statistics and generally 
distorts the truth in connection. 


We desire, therefore, in the frankest way possible, to help ovr 
non-Catholic fellow-citizens to a just conclusion in the premises 
by presenting to them the other side of the case. We have 
always trusted the fairness of our fellow-citizens, but we have 
not always been forward in giving them an opportunity to exer- 
cise their fairness intelligently, and, ih consequence, many of - 
them are not infrequently misled by designing men, with fil 
resulta to our common good. We feel that in publishing this 
‘card, therefore, we perform a common service, and one that un- 
der the circumstances it is our duty to perform. | 


In August, 1915, the Knights of Columbus, in National Con- 
vention, adopted the following statement in regard to the Catholie ° 
attitude toward the public schools: 


Public Schools. 


“That, in considering a cause of prejudice to be the mistaken * 
opinion which many non-Catholics hold that Catholics aim to 
secure control of the public schools, we point to the fact that 
many Catholics are prominently identified with our public schools 
system, being chairman of, and at times constituting a majority 
upon, Boards of Education, being also superintendents and prin- 
cipals and teachers by the thousand in the public schools of every 
grade—and yet there hag never been, there is not now, nor is 
there warrant for thinking there ever will be, any attempt on 
their part to interfere in any manner with the advancement of 
common school education in any part of the United States. 


“We should strive to illumine the public mind with the truth 
and get the people to understand our true educational ideas— 
namely, that we do not desire to control the public schools, nor 
to hinder education, nor to force Catholicity upon unwilling 
minds, but that we desire universal education, would have it free 
where possible and would make it compulsory where necessary. 
And while we have no fault tc find with those outside our faith 
who wish their children to attend the public schools, for our- 
selves we prefer a school where religion is taught, and only regret 
that all cannot see how important it is that the youth of the 
country be taught the truths of religion during years when the 
mind is being opened and the character fs being formed. 


“We consider this so necessary that we are maintaining sepa- 
rate schools, while at the same time we bear our share in sup- 
porting the public schools, confident that the religious instinct 
of the American people will yet find a way in which citizens cf 
every religious belief can have their children educated in the 
religion of their fathers.” 


Statement Distributed. 


| This statement was printed in the report of the Religious 

Prejudice Commissiog for 1915, which was distributed all over 
the country, and in particular to a Iist of 40,000 prominent non- 
Catholics in the various states, Including Georgia. In the five and 

a half years since it has never, to our knowledge, been ques- 
tioned. It should be taken. therefore, as a fair summary of the 

facts and a true statement of thé teaching and position of Cath- 

olics in regard to public and parochial schools in America. We 

submit it as such. We submit, moreover. that this statement . 
covers all of the vital points in connection; and no good citizen 

who accepts it as true will condemn Catholics on this question; 

and if anyone doubts it, or any part of it, we undertake to remove 

his doubts if he will give us an opportunity, in an open or private 

letter, as he prefers. ’

RAILROADS MUST CUT 
RATES, SAYS WALLACE 


Washington, August 18.—Rail- 
roads must share with the farmers 
and others the burden of the pres- 
ent economic situation by reducing 
freight rates, Secretary Wallace said 
today before the interstate com- 
meres commission, which is invyesti- 
gating rates on grain and hay. 

High freight rates practically 
have stopped production, the secre- 
tary said, adding that if the pres- 
ent situation continued, production 
from the farms would be reduced 
materially. 

The farmer now was bearing 
more than his share of the economic 
Io..d, he said, because the purchas- 
ing power of farm products was 
below the average of other commod- 
ities. He presented figures to show 
that in Iowa, the purchasing power 
of oats was 48 per cent of what it 
was from 1909 to 1914. 


Reductions in freight on the com- 
modities under investigation, espe- 
cially on hay, the secretary said, 
would be reflected in a larger vol- 
ume of traffic and therefore in 
greater revenues for the railroads. 
The prosperity of the railroads, he 
added, depended in a large mreas- 
ure upon the prosperity of the farm- 
ers.

New York, August 18.—The stock 
market lapsed into its recent nar- 
rOw and uncertain course today, 
after an early period which gave 
promise of a considerable extension 
of yesterday’s belated rally. 

Rails and equipments of recog- 
nized worth were firm and occa- 
sionally strong, but speculative in- 
dustrials and specialties were heavy 
or moderately backward.

Outside of- 
ferings at 5 per cent were reported, 
with freer supplies of time funds. 

Marked improvement was noted 
in foreign exchanges, sterling ris- 
ing more than 3 cents from yester- 
day’s lowest quotation. French and 
other continental remittances also 
were appreciably better, the Dutch 
rate more than regaining yester- 
day’s sharp decline, with firmmess 
in all Scandinavian bills.

New York, August 18.—Increased pres- 
sure of uncontrolled sugar led to another 
decline of Yc in the raw sugar market to- 
day to the basis of 4.50 for centrifugal. 
Cubas, however, were steadily held at 3%, 
cost and freight, equal to 4.86 for centrifu- 
gal. There were sales of 5,200 bags of 
Porto Rico and 19,600 bags of St. Croix to 
a local refiner at 4.50 for centrifugal, with 
no sales of Cubas reported.

IN WhEAT MARKEI 


Chicago, August 18.— Bearish 
views of economic conditions cur- 
tailed speculative buying of wheat 
today, and the market continued to 
break. ‘ Prices closed heavy, 2 3-4 
to 3 3-4c net lower.
